Fill it out and mail 
it to the Social Security Admin­ 


istration, 615 Texas Street, Fort 
Worth, Texas. You will receive 
your card in just a few days. 
If you have lost your social se­ 
curity card now is the time to ask 
for a duplicate. Get an applica­ 
tion at your post office, fill it out 
showing that you have had a card 
and lost it, and mail that to the

Joe Thurmond and Huns Scou­ 
ter of the Fairview Conservation 
Group plan to follow some of 
their small grain with Chinese 
red cowpeas. They will use seed 
combined last year from Mr.

The lack of cold weather, he 
points out, will likely cause heavy 
shedding of the young fruit that 
is beginning to show up on the 
trees at this time. The shedding 
will result from a lack of foliage 
on the trees wrhich is necessary 
to maintain the proper develop­ 
ment of the fruit.

to confine an older animal in the 
creep pen as a decoy for the 
calves and also as an aid in get­ 
ting them to eat from the feeder.

creep feeding. 
It has other ad­ 
vantages too; permits marketing 
at an earlier age; the mother 
cows stay in better 
condiion: 
calves are more uniform; shrink­ 
age is less at weaning time; it 
shortens the feeding period aftei 
weaning and serves as a good 
market for home grown

grains.

tified.

contain more than two sections 
and sometimes the location of 
the creep creates a problem. 
The county agent can help you 
with plans for the enclosure as
